The Trustees of the Pittsfield Public Library respectfully submit 
the following report :— 


During the past year the books in our library have been 
carefully examined by the trustees and all books unfit for service 
by reason of age and lack of value have been eliminated and they 
have added some 200 volumes of the latest and best books to be 
found in the field of literature. We spent many hours in exam- 
ining catalogues and comparing prices and feel assured that the 
selections made will commend themselves to the reading public. 
While not ignoring works of fiction, as we could not reasonably 
do, recognizing the tastes of various patrons, we have endeavored 
to raise the standard of excellence by throwing out as far as 
possible sensational cheap publications and adding those books 
whose literary merit could not fail to elevate the standard of our 
people. 

The library is amply diversified in its character and we have 
given especial attention to the selection of works on history, 
biography, travel and those adapted for juvenile reading as well 
as those of a scientific and miscellaneous character. Taken all 
in all it is safe to say that few towns are more favored than ours 
in the value and scope of literary opportunities. 

We desire to crave the indulgence of those people who have 
suggested books suitable for the library if they do not find them 
on the catalogue. Various reasons could be given why such sug- 
gestions have not in all cases been followed. In many cases the 
books could not be found, and in other cases the titles were so 
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unique as to be unsuitable for general purposes. Kindly 
remember that we have done our best under the circumstances. 

Weare thoroughly revising our list of books and numbers 
and very soon a new catalogue containing everything to date will 
be issued and put on sale at cost price, which will greatly 
facilitate the selection of books by the patrons of our library. 

We desire to express our satisfaction of the efficient and 
faithful services of the custodians of our library during the year. 

We have not abandoned hope that we may in the: near future 
be blessed with a Public Library building which will combine in 
a large degree the ornamental and the useful.

School Report. 


The School Board of the Pittsfield School District respectfully 


submits the following report :— 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Whether undue prominence is given to our High School, as 
regards the amount expended, compared with the lower grades, 
and considering the comparatively small number who are 
graduated, is still a problem. The prevailing opinion is doubt- 
1éss in favor of more thorough work in the Grammar and other 
grades where most of our pupils complete their studies, and less 
special care in our finishing school. On this question we submit the 
following opinion from a prominent educator in another State :— 
‘*When the facts are fully examined it will appear that paradox- 
ical as it may seem in this matter of education, the higher forms 
support the lower, rather than the lower support the higher. 
The University with its Colleges, the Academies and the High 
School, form the base of the magnificent pyramid of our popular 
system of education. As in the supply of a city with water, the 
reservoir must be elevated in order that the streams may descend 
with force sufficient to' reach every building, so must there be 
fountains of higher learning and culture, in order that these 
blessings may be distributed freely among the masses.’’ It will 
be conceded by all that our system would be in no wise complete 
without the advanced training found in~our High School, and 
yet it might be profitable perhaps to simplify the courses here 
pursued and require our pupils to learn fewer branches more 
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thoroughly. it must .be-remembered ‘that from all our schools 
we expect to graduate more mechanics and artisans than those 


_who are to enter professional life. We should shape the instruc- 


tion given in our common schools so as to conserve as fully as 
possible this condition. Let us aim to make more first-class 
producers and less fourth-class professionals. . 

An effort is now in progress to revise and simplify the 
courses now in usein our High School with a view to eliminate 
anything of less value in favor of studies of greater worth. The 
teachers are in entire sympathy with the Board in this matter and 
are untiring in their efforts in this and other respects to elevate 
the school to the highest possible standard of excellence. 

There is great need of a chemical labratory and apparatus 
for experiments in physics, which we trust may sometime be sup- 
plied. In summing up we desire to say for the benefit of those 
who cannot, as well as of those who will not, visit our schools, 
that when we consider the fact that education has no limit, we 
are doing well when we get even near the point of excellence we 
all so much desire. The large number of pupils who attend from 
other towns gives evidence of the appreciation of our school py 


people beyond our own local limits. 


SUPERVISION. 


Under a new State law provision is made for a union of 
contiguous towns for the support of a supervisor of schools, the 
expense to be shared by the towns after a per cent. is paid by the 
State. The School Board was interviewed by the State Super- 
intendent in regard to the matter and decided so far as they 
were concerned that our town would receive no special advantage 
from such an arrangement, as we could not class with any similar 
town. ‘The town can at any time inake such a union by a yote 
at its annual meeting. | We should have, however, better super- 
vision than can be given by three members of a school board 
who, though trying to do their duty, may unconsciously be work- 
ing at cross purposes, and thereby effecting but little good. 


‘Phere should be, in order to obtain the best results, one supervisor, 
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whose special duty it should be to look after the interests of the 
schools, rather than to have as now, a divided responsibility. 


TEACHERS. 


In the selection of teachers for our public schools we have 
been largely influenced by a desire to employ those persons who 
have taken a full course in our High School—other circumstances 
being equal—and have selected as a rule residents of our own 
town. In many towns and cities only those are employed who 
have attended a normal or training school. We count ourselves 
fortunate in having the services of so many teachers, especially 
in our lower grades.and rural districts, who have received this 
higher training. No person can be too highly educated to teach 
even the lower grades. In the outer districts we have assumed 
the privilege of locating the teachers in those schools where it 
was thought their services would be of most value, and have 
made changes and transfers where it seemed to be advisable. 
A change of this kind indicates no inefficiency, but simply is in 
line with a desire of the School Board to put the proper person in 
the right place. 

We are very certain that not many of the teachers are over- 
paid. Brain is as valuable as brawn. 


GOVERNMENT. 


To select the best and most approved system for school 
government is probably the hardest proposition met by any one 
conversant with educational affairs. Nearly all of our schoot 
troubles arise from too much or too little restraint. If the re- 
straint is too great, in many cases the parents object, while if it 
be a little too lax everybody finds fault. No fixed and unchang- 
ing rules can be laid down on this subject, but the success of # 
school in this regard will depend much on the tact of the 

teacher. Different cases require specific treatment. 

| While we are of the opinion that corporal punishment in 
schools should not be wholly abolished, we should expect to find 
the best schools where it was practised as seldom as possible. 
Children should be taught that public schools are special 
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privileges and that they will be expected to comply with all 
reasonable rules and regulations or leave the school. <A large 
share of school discipline should be attended to by the parents 


and in the home. 


GENERAL. 


Mr. Merriam of the Census Bureau in speaking of applicants 
for positions in the service says: ‘‘There is a great lack on the 
part of those who take examination for these positions in reading, 
spelling and the fundamental operations in arithmetic, and that 
this lack is more marked in the East than in the West.’’ We 
need not be wholly discouraged by this statement, yet it is 
doubtless the fact that there are at present. more poor spellers in 
the United States than ever before, and to a large extent it may 
be true in other elementary studies. We have pretend during 
the year to emphasize this fact and have insisted that more time 
should be devoted especially to spelling. It should be the special 
work in the grades below the High Schools to give pupils 
thorough training in the branches now in the course of study in 
those grades and there is no good reason why any pupil should 
graduate from our First Grammar School without a good business 
education. | 

The question of liberality in appropriations need not be 
elaborated. The people of Pittsfield are more than liberal in 
this direction and need no urging. They only desire to get one 
dollar in service foreach dollar they appropriate and pay out. 


_They have a right to criticise their servants in charge of their 


schools if they do so intelligently and honestly. It is a matter 
of great importance to them how their money is expended. 

The School Board has attempted to perform the duties of 
their office conscientiously and for the common good. Wherever 
they have failed they ask the indulgence of the public. 

In the expenditures for the year as found in the report of our 


_ District Treasurer we desire to call attention, to the. fact that $425 ' 
have been expended in paying biils incurred in previous years. 


We have also expended $65 for repairs and $65 for encyclo- 
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paedias, making $555 paid out beyond ordinary expenses. We 
have also paid all bills for the current year up to date and can 
begin the next year with a comparatively clean sheet. 

The table appended to this report gives the statistics required 
by law in relation to our public schools.
